DOUBLE EAGLES 

1861-S Paquet EF/AU (45+) The reverse 
designed by Anthony Paquet. These new 
reverse dies, featuring tall, narrow letters, 
were sent to the branch mints which struck 
the denomination. A trial striking at Phila¬ 
delphia of two examples on January 5,1861, 
showed the new die to be unsuitable for 
regular issue coinage. James Pollack, Director 
of the Mint, sent messages to New Orleans 
and San Francisco, suspending further use 
of the die. The message arrived at New 
Orleans but failed to reach San Francisco, 
due to rather primitive travel conditions 
and lack of a telegraph. In the interim, 
19,250 were struck at San Francisco using 
the Paquet reverse. When word reached 
the mint, most of these were melted and 
recoined using a leftover regular reverse 
die. A few reached circulation. An immensely 
desirable and historical issue and one of the 
finer examples to appear for public sale.
